"Golden Rule" Jones True To Old 
Adage. 

-' "l)o unto others as you would that others 
should do unto yah" was, often preached 
by "Golden Rule" Jones, the lamented 
mayor of Toledo, in his lifetime. His 
executors have discovered that be followed 
the injunction literally, giving away more 
than 8100,000 a year to save defaulters 
from arrest and disgrace. 

There are 200 men in Toledo for whom 
Jones indorsed notes. Many of them, were 
those who came to him and pleaded for 
help to save them and their families. 
Never once, did be turn a deaf ear to them. 

Bank' tellers, bookkeepers and confide a- 
tinl men of large corporations who bad 
taken money from their employers to spec- 
ulate or pay the. expenses of. high living 
are included in the list. In no instance 
has it been discovered that any of these 
men ever returned to their evil ways, and 
it has been found that Jones never received 
back any of. the money that be gave, nor 
didheexpect.it. ; 

Jones succeeded in keeping secret hts 
practise of reforming wrongdoers in this 
manner until his death, but he had made 
private memoranda of the 'transactions, 
which be bid away in his safe, intending, 
probably, some time to destroy them. He 
was taken ill suddenly and did not have 
the opportunity to burn the written evi- 
dence that he was following the rule that 
he' laid down for others. 

There are many homes in Toledo, ns re- 
vealed by the memoranda found, that owe 
their existence today to the benefactions of 
Jones. There are many men occupying 
higb places in society and in the affairs of 
the world who- would be wearing stripes 
but for bis help. They were able to make 
good the shortages and their employers 
never knew of their, wrongdoing. Jones 
alone knew. Who these men were u an- 
other Btbry. • v*

A jurv in Judge Chetlam'e court in Chi- 
cago last week, found Charles. Plonien, 
Truman H. Wilkinson and .William .Irwin 
guilty of highway robbery, and fixed their 
punishment at imprisonment for life. 
-It was the second case of the kind within 
ajew days,. and was in* accordance with 
the decision of the state's attorney's office 
to demand the extreme penalty in .all rob- 
ber)' cases where the accused threaten or 
injure their victims with revolvers or other 
deadly weapons. 

Plonien is 22 years old, Wilkinson 34, 
and Irwin 29. The latter came from Pitts- 
burg, and Wilkinson from Indiana. 

They were tried for the" robber j o£ John- 
Finklef,,4S8 East North avenae, who was 
robbed of $6 and a safety deposit box .bey. 

.Plonien U a native of Lake county, bar- 
ing been born out near Gngeslake, where 
his parents, respected people, still reside. 
Wilkinson and Irwin have lived in Wau- 
kegan. 

' Ploaicn will be remembered for hts rob- 
ber? of tbe Yoemon store at Waukegan, 
and hia participation with Irwin in tbe 
daring holdup of the Bidinger grocery nt 
Franklin street and North avenue.

,' '■ Thomas' B, W^itson'a letter formaUy 
accepting the' Populist nomination for 
President, lins been made pubire; Tho 
letter, which is addressed, to Samuel W, 
"Williams, d mini inn of the committee on 
uotlllcation, is about .12,500* words long, 
lit denounces 'fiercely^ the Democratic 
l party and its candidate, declares tho gold 
standard ."unscientific and TvnJng," as- 
.HOtts that' those who produce**" wealth 'In 
tho United States aro robbed of the 
fruits of their labor ami charges "com- 
bined capital" with, a.plot to crush! out 
Individual liberty by downing tha labor 
unions. 

The only hope for the "middle end low- 
er clnsses," as Mr, Watson terms them, 
ho sees is the rise and growth to success 
of a third party, not subject to corpora* 
tlon domination. Constructively; he pro- 
poses a national board" of arbitration to 
pass upou disputes between capital and 
labor, tha adoption of the initiative and 
referendum for tho making of federal 
lu.ws and the ownership of public utili- 
ties. 

The letter opens with a lament by Mr. 
Watson oyer tho tendency of humanity 
to submit to the domination of a few, 
who use their power for oppression. Pass- 
ing from -Wstorical examples to the con- 
dition of things now in the United States, 
he finds "symptoms which always have 
characterized the diseased nation when 
n filleted by class legislation." The cor- 
porations, according to the Populist can- 
didate, now rule the land and the people. 

"A blncher chapter tlmit that winch re- 
cords how both the old political parties 
united to iliwpml the common people of 
tho Innd," says Mr, Watson, "Is not to be 
found in the it minis of class legislation." 

Attacking the gold standard, the can- 
didate aays: 

Tho gold standard Is nnt "Irrevocably 
fixed." because It Is unscientific* and wrong, 
Nothing Is more certain than that tho peo- 
ple of this country will continue tbelr strug- 
gle until they liavc a national currency 
which the money power cannot control, and 
which answers the - purpose of perfecting 
p-rehanges without becoming on armory 
from which the ' hnccaneera of modern 11- 
iiinieo draw the ' Irresistible weapons with 
which they attack values and raid the mar- 
kets. 

In what Mr. Watson terms "the farm- 
ing out to thcnatlonal banks of the pow- 
er, prlvilcge-.nnd profit of supplying the 
country with paper currency," he finds a 
system whereby the "privileged fatten 
upon usury at the expense of the un- 
privileged," .and hold "despotic power." 
Botii the Republican ami Democratic 
parties are "Irrevocably fixed," Mr. Wat- 
son saya, in' their support of the national 
banks, * 

In discussing telegraph,, telephone, ex- 
press and railroad management:, the let- 
ter says: 

No other people among civilized nntlons 
aro so cursed with coriiorale tyranny uh 
ourselves, Half a dozen corpora te klnj:s 
can meet In the ouTce of J. l\ Morcmi aud 
enn tux the life out of any city or town In 
the United States, Hy It stroke of the noli 
they can ndil hundreds of ni II lions of dot- 
tnrs to the uurdens of the people. They 
fiiitlde the trust to sluy Its rivals by grant- 
ing reliates, or special rates, which make 
competition Impossible. They tli'liauch pub- 
lic morals by their met hods of Kit lulu it what 
tlicv want from governors. h^Isltttors, 
judges, editors, politicians uud members of 
Congress. 

Passing to a denunclntimvof the "dead- 
ly principle" of compound interest, Jlr. 
Watson attacks the Standard OH Com- 
pany, J. P. Morgan, Andrew Carnegie. 
August Belmont, Arthur P, Go* inn and 
Charles M. Schwab for fiunnd«t£)pent* 
tlona which, he says, havo caused "h 
rising tide of nngry discontent" all over 
the country. These evils all would be 
cured by the application of Populistic 
ideas, according to Mr. Watson. 




GREAT AUTOMOBILE RACE. 



lone Isliind the Competing Ground of 
Four Nutton«, 

Amateur and professional automobll- 
ists, including some of the most expert 
racing men in the world, met in n re- 
markable competition over a ■ aO-udlc 
course on Long inland. The event was 
the first contest for tho W, K. Yandor- 
bilt, Jr., nntomobllc cup. It was inter- 
national in character, and although the 
trophy was only offered last June eigh- 
teen cars entered, representing four nn> 
tions^ — tlio United States, Germany, 
France and Italy. Tho SO-mllc course 
was traversed ten ritnes, making a triflu 
over 300 miles for the route, and the 
club whose member won the raco will 
bold the trophy for the coming year. 

This is tho first time in America that 
anything on bo extensive a scale -in au- 
tomobile racing has ever been attempted, 
I; was practically the Gordon Bennett 
race transported to this country, Tho 
die tan co and' the conditions were practi- 
cally tho same, while the fact that throe 
of tha cars were competitors in the lost 
Gordon Bennett race iti Germany and 
that five cars took part in the famous Ar- 
dennes race In France imparted an tutor* 
national flavor to the event that itai 
never been seen In automobile circles hen 
before. 

There was no limit to the speed thai 
tho cars might go. The fiwt one .in wni 
>the winner. Tho 30-mils circuit gave an' 
admirable test of all tiorts of road condi- 
tions, in some places being smooth enougb 
for speed greater than the l«st railroad 
locomotive can attain, while ( ln othet 
places it was necessary for safety te 
alow down a bit. 

To appreciate the remarkable speed at- 
tained by the leading contestants in tin 
nice one lias only to make a few compari- 
sons. The winner, Heath, covered tin 
300 miles of the course in S hours 26 
minutes aud 45 seconds, or at an averagi 
speed of about fifty-five miles an hour, 
which Is considerably faster than tin 
average speed maintained by pasacnget 
trains In a twenty-hour 'run over tho OOd 
miles from Chicago to New "York, He 
made this time on a public road and in 
addition to guarding ngainst chance ob- 
stacles on the way had to Blacken his 
pace to ndmlt of thn-o fairly sharp turns 
on each of his ten trips around the 30- 
mlle tHanglo of the course. Ho was de- 
layed, also, by a broken tiro. 

This country was represented by fiv« 
cars, One of these is an Italian ma- 
chine of 00 horso power, whleh. covered 
230 miles in Italy at n rate of 00 miles; 
an hour. Another machine, tho Florida, 
owned by William K, Yandorbllt, made a 
mile* in 30 seconds hi Florida. last win- 
ter, 

. Tli o Long Island race, now a subject 
of discussion among automobillsts in all 
parts of the -world, is hailed- as anotliet 
proof .of the great possibilities of thi 
.automobile. Meantime, the autonrobiliste 
Ipay the 'penalty 5 of their reckless darhuj 
in holding tttess contests* 



. If^ho Japanese- general staff ■will 
publish every" week audi a bulletin ab 
it has -Just" given out coveting tho re- 
cent engagements-* In the field south of 
Multdeii It >vJ II -.greatly lesson tho dif- 
ficulty which the ordinary man has in 
fallowing the progress of the war. The 
bulletin In question covers the skir- 
mishes from Monday to Thursday of 
lust week; , "some "halt dozen in" number, 
and all unimportant Inspection kIiowm 
that in every case, tho Busslaha .were 
the aggressors, and that in every case 
they were repulsed with little losi on 
either side 

It Is clear- enough from this and 
from other recent rjews that the Japa- 
nese nro resting quietly and giving no , 
Indication' to their enemy as to when 
or where they will next advance. Tho 
posses which they occupied n couple of 
weeks ago seem to have been desired 
mainly to prevent the Russian scouts 
from having favorable vantage points 
from which to make raids too close In 
to the nut In Japanese encampments. 

Tho two armies in the central thea- 
ter of war lie between Llaoynng nud 
Miukdcn watching each other mid re- 
enforctug. Their skirmishers clash al- 
most continuously, but there has been 
nothing significant The Japanese arc 
prepnrlng n strong position in Lino- 
yang against that time when tho tide 
of war may turn and they are forced 
back, The town, defended from the 
south ngninst northern attack, is much 
stronger than when. defended from the 
north against southern attack, This is 
because it has several good lines of 
communication stretching southwest, 
south, mid southeast to the base on the 
sea. One line runs down the rul'lrond, 
one down the Hun and Lino Hlvcrs, 
another via Slyuen to Takushan (Gen- 
eral Koiizu's route), and the Inst by 
Fengwangclieng to Antung (General 
Ktirokl's route). On the other baiid, 
Llaoynng hiift hut one line of communi- 
cation to the north — that along tho 
rallrond. Consequently the town of- 
fers a stronger defensive position to 
the Japanese tlitiu to the Uusslans. . 

There arc no sjgus of n break In the 
present inactivity. Oyamn's , plans 
eeem to be wnltlng on Fort Arthur, 
where the real excitement Is. 

From Fort Arthur General Stoessel 
has sent an account of the lighting of 
Sept 10 to 23, lie says that the Japa- 
nese attacks were nunlc simultaneous- 
ly from the north and west In the 
attack from the north the Japanese 
completely demolished tho redoubt pro- 
tecting the waterworks and apparently 
remained In occupation' of the spot 
The lighting on the west was waged 
especially around High Hltl, near Fort 
Etseslian. The Japanese occupied the 
Busslan shelter trenches half way up 
the hill, hut, according to General 
Stoessel, were driven out tho follow- 
ing night Tho general reports the ces- 
sation of I nfu it try attacks and the re- 
sumption of homhnrdments from Jap- 
anese long-range guns, eotipled "with 
further activity In the building of zig- 
zag trenches us a preliminary to new 
assaults. 

The Muscovites seem to have aban- 
doned their purely defensive attitude 
of the early months of the siego imd 
now make frequent sorties. That they 
have been forced to this by the tight- 
ening lines Is probable, for their conn- 
ter-nttneks, even though successful, 
must result In a heavier loss to them 
than to the enemy. And whenever the 
Japanese can exchange man for mail 
at Fort Arthur they gain the ndvnn- 
tnge, since they can bring up new 
troops almost Indefinitely, while the 
Biissiaiis cannot re-enforce nt all. 

The Baltic squadron has not sailed, 
though Its imminent departure is again 
announced, The restraining fear Is 
ttfnt Fort Arthur might" full bcrore the 
advent of the fleet, which would then 
bo In danger ot annihilation. It is now 
evident that If the fleet Imd left early 
J n the j'cur Itussln" might linvc gained 
the mastery of the sea and the entire 
fortune of tho war have changed. But 
hindsight Is always better than fore- 
sight It could not be known enrly In 
the spring Hint Stoessel would make 
such a gallant defense, 

Japan Is evidently prepared to put 
In tho field an army surpassing the 
most sanguine prophecies. The new 
conscript law will add 000,000 soldiers 
between the ages of 20 nml 37> yours 
to the Mikado's forces and raise the 
total to over 1.000,000. It Is doubtful, 
Indeed, whether Itussln can ever sus- 
tain nt the far eastern cud of Iter em- 
pire nn nriny of 1,000,000 men, Neither 
side has bad anywhere near enough. 
U'he end of the war is not in sight,

SLAUGHTER AT PORT ARTHUR. 



Stocaisel It cconntB BSayinji 10,000 Jap* 
Ilefore Fort res a. 

Emperor Nicholas has received Gen. 
S to d s s e 1* s u i ll ei u I reportofthodespcrata 
four days' assault of the besiegers upon 
Fort Arthur from Sept.. 19 to Sept. 23, 
from which; It nppoara that the vmoffl- 
cfal reiiort from Chefoo wns by no meaaa 
exaggerated. Tho Japanese displayed 
frenzied bravery,' but they lost 10,000 
men nud their only success was the cap- 
ture- of two redoubts guarding the water 
works. 

Tlio .Tuuancso prepared for the assault 
by a gcuernl bombardment nml then 
launched their attacks simultaneously 
from the north and west. Night and day 
they fought under cover of a continual 
bombardment from their siege guns and 
finally* reached tliu redoubts on the north 
side, but only after, the defense there' 
had been completely demoU»hcd by shell 
Ere from the west.

23, 1,513, nnd received n home training 
calculated to develop habits of indus- 
try hud to fit lihn'for n life of useful- 
ness. Ills ancestors were Puritans, 
his father having been the descendant 
of nn s English rami who. settled In 
Bralntrec, Mass., In 1030. 

Young Payne wns educated in the' 
Shelbunic Fit 11a Academy,, graduating 
tn 185S. He removed to Milwaukee la 
1S03, and for four years wns a- clerk 
in a dry goods store. 'He speedily 
forged to the front, however, possess- 
ing a. surplus energy that enabled him 
to take a lending pnrt la public move- 
ments. In 1807 ho married. Lydla W. 
^Vim Dyke, and that' evcnt.be always 
considered as ■ the dato from which ho 
reckoned bis rlso to fame and prosper- 
ity. 

In 18TS lie first became noted In pol- 
itics. Almost luBtautly-kc sprang Into" 
prominence, being selected as the rep- 
resentative of Wisconsin on the Itc- 
publlcan National Committee. Then 
for tcu years he wns postmaster In 
Milwaukee, retiring In 1SS0. 

The political success' of Mr. Payne 
Is considered to hnvu been remarkable, 
He know Intimately men and condi- 
tions, and tie was always pacific la his . 
methods. The rank and file were 
taken into his confidence, and appar- 
ently ho never forgot that party inter- 
ests should always be above Individual 
interests. It Is said of him that when 
difficulties arose ho disarmed personal 
opposition by tolerance and overcame 
difficulties by tactful concessions. He 
was assertive, hut rarely dogmatic, 
and few men possessed greater, ability 
to mnke nnd retain friends.

liberal in his charities, broad in his In- 
terest Jh public n Hairs and el vie pro- 
gress, and geuermiH In his sympathies. 
His kindly, nature was proverbial.

Since Air, Payne's appointment as 
Postmaster General, oil Jrm. S, 1002, ho 
had become, If Unit were possible, a 
more busy man thnn he had previous' 
]y been. But he denriy loved to play 
whist, nud often engaged old friends 
In his favorite pnstlme. He wns a 
communicant of the Episcopal Church.

To Cure 8nckliij- Coirs. 
There arc many plans for breaking 
self-sucking cown of the habit, but 
Borne of tli em arc complex, while with 
others "tli o anluinl soon learns how to 
get the "better of niiy device which Is 

'attached to her. There Is one appli- 
ance, however, which sc.eina.to work 
■to perfection*, and it is made and ap- 
plied In the following manner: The 
uamtl bailor Is placed on tho head of 
the cow and a Ting Is fastened In It 
Just iimler her neck. Then a strap or 
n Btrong rope Is placed about her body 

■Just behind her forelegs, From this 
rtrnp or ropo another strap Is run, 
having nt the end n crupper such as Is 
used < on horses. This Is. placed in tho 
proper position under her tall. Then 
it polo is secured sufficiently long to 
reach nearly to the middle of her body 
to ~a Joint Just benenth the ring' fast- 
ened In the Iinlter. A hole Is bored 
in cither end of the pole and It Is tied 
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at 6no end, to tbo ring In the linker, 
. and nt tho other end to tho strap or 
" ropo about hor body. The strap from 
the back to the tail prevents any slip- 
ping of tho middle strap and the ap- 
pliance Is absolutely secure, milking 
. St Impossible for the cow to re-nub -her 
udder with her mouth. The Illustration 
clearly shows the Idea. 

Wliont After Corn. 

One of tiie most serious objections 
to following corn with wheat Is that 
the cora shock rows are difficult to 
seed, and If not seeded they grow up' 
to weeds tho following summer. The 
best, way of avoiding this la .to go 
through the field and cut. tho. tiro 
rows, of corn whore the - shock "'rows 
are to bo. Go across the field, ciitttnp 
one. row at a time, laying tho bunches 
over in^ tlio standing corn, opposite 
where tiie shock should stand. Cut 
the other row, ami lay opposite tile 
bundles left in cutting- the first row. 
After cutting out these rows, and. one 
or .two. at tiie ends to keep from being 
broken down, follow with tho harrow 
and drill. Then pass .through thu field 
find act: up .UiCMcnrn by using a horso, 
or by Hotting. tho two .bundles together 
and tying* spreading the. butts of tho 
fctnlks to make ahOck more Btrible. If 
properly done there will bo no trouble 
with shocks falling ■ down; --The cut- 
ting can then bo- finished and the 'rest 
of tho field seeded, and that with Ilttlo 
or no loss of time.

"Flavor nnd Color of Kuitn. 
The effect of different feeding stuffs 
on the color of tho egg yolks and on 
the flavor of tbo eggs wus also studied, 
not less than, eight different kinds of 
grains being fed, as well ns > scrap 
beef. *In many cases flavoring mat- 
ters such ns celery oil,,. sassafras oil, 
etc., were also mixed with the food. 
Green food was given in tho form r>f 
mangolds nnd sugar beet, which tbo 
fowls readily ale, ( Quito contrary to 
expectations, the flavor of the eggs' 
was not noticeably affected by any of 
the rations or Hnvorlug materials cm- 
ployed. The different rations, how- 
ever, very clearly nffected the color oi 
the yolks. When the ration consisted 
of wheat, oats, or white corn, el the* 
fed nlono or In combination with cadi 
other, tho yolks wero so light colored 
tlmt the eggs would bo quite unsuit- 
able for any high class or fancy trad-.?. 
On tho other hand, the feeding of yel- 
low corn gave the. yolks that rich yel- 
low color so much desired for tlio best 
markets. 



Tlitcltq Are l'rofltnblc. 
A California lady i-nys: t believe 
there Is grcntcr proilt mid quicker re- 
turns from ducks thuu any .other fowl. 
The others are nil good, but- ducks 
take the lead. I set twelve eggB and 
got ten -ducks, and iliey grew very 
rapidly. I gave them bread nnd milk, 
ground wheat mid bran made rather 
wot.

Good IleniDiu TVny the Fending Meuar* 
Should lie Adopted— Would Bene- . 
lit Whole State— Chicago lu 
Greet Need oMt. 

Every voter In, Illinois should know 
that an amendment to the state con- 
stitution Is pending. It Is tbe duty of 
every votor.to vote on every consUtu- 
tional quesUon -submitted to the elec- 
tors by the general assembly. 'This 
proposed amendment Is unusunl ■ In 
thnt It applies only, to one city In tbe 
state — Chicago. It Is In reality an en- 
abling act- If raU0ed it will lift cer- 
tain constitutional restrictions from 
the legislature and enable that body 
to provide a special charter for tbe 
great L-lty on the lake. 

Chicago needs n new charter which 
will give the' city broader powers iu 
conducting lta local government. Ever 
slnoe the cities and villages acti Pro- 
vided by the consUtutlon of 1S70 went 
into effect Chicago has felt that the 
provisions of that net were too re- 
strictive. Tbe rapid growth of the 
city, Its cosmopolitan character, Its 
widely varied interests, and the prob- 
lems In municipal government which 
these create have for years been a 
serious embarraBsment. These re- 
stTictior.s have not been. felt in other 
cities In the state, or, at least, they 
have not bad any Gerlous effect, but 
with Chicago the harm lifts been con- 
stnnUy Increasing until the situation 
Is almost critical. 

Perhaps the most-lmportant.featnre 
of the constltuUon of 1ST0 is Its pro- 
hibition uuon all kinds of special legis- 
lation. There bad been prior to that 
year a great deal of special legisla- 
tion, much of which had been regarded 
as nn abuse of the power of the legis- 
lature. This power tbe new constitu- 
tion took awoy. It la now sought by 
tbe pending amendment to bestow that 
power upon the legislature to tbe lim- 
ited extent of giving Chicago a charter 
adequate to Its peculiar conditions 
and needs. 

The necessity for such a special 
charter for that city Is not a matter 
of speculation. It is not a recent de- 
mand. It is not advocated by any 
one party, or class, or Interest. Tbe 
people find the press of the city are 
united in tbe movement. 

The movement Is not new. Many 
efforts have been made In Uie snnic- 
direction. More than a quarter of a 
century ago efforts were being made 
to get rid of the evils of township gov- 
ernment in the city. It was found 
that this was Impossible without 
abolishing tbe system In the wbole 
of Cook county. To this the residents 
of the county outside of the city woold 
not submit They were satisfied with 
tbe operation of their local township 
governments, and tbe legislature 
would not deprive them of It Chica-i 
go in Its growth. has spread over ejght 
or nine townships. These town gov- 
ernments were superfluous and became 
notoriously corrupt as political rings. 
It was pretty largely the same with 
the justices of the peace and con- 
eta bleg, TIiIb system of minor courts 
has been proven an excellent one in 
country districts and towns ancl vil- 
lages. In Chicago It has proven n 
source of corruption and oppression, 
especially upon poorer HUgants, which 
is the clafjR that euffers most at its 
hands. Yet Chicago could do nothing 
to free herself from the system, be- 
cause the constitution is mandatory as 
to Its npplIeatlon>3ver Uio whole coun- 
ty. The oppression bns resulted large- 
ly from the uniform jurisdiction^ of 
these minor courts over the whole 
county. Suits are brought against 
residents of the city and taken before 
justices In remote parts of tbe county 
and set for unrensonable hours. When 
Uie defendants appear the cases are 
continued, the object being to worry 
the defendants until they full to ap- 
pear, when judgments are obtained by 
default. This Is going on constantly 
on a very large scnle. Poor people 
ore the main sufferers. Those of the 
foreign nationalities suffer Uie worst, 
and their ideas of Am'erlcan justice 
arc poisoned thereby. 

Under tbe amendment nnd new 
charter It is hoped to reform this 
abuse.* 

Then there are many taxing boards 
of tbe city. - These are really govern- 
ments within the government Be- 
sides city, county and Btnte there ore 
seven townships wholly within the 
city, Ave park boards, school, library, 
sanitary district— all with tax levying 
powers — to tbe confusion not only of 
the levying of taxes, but to the 
economical nnd effective npplIcaUon 
of the revenues. Consolidation and 
simplification have long been de- 
manded, nnd no one disputes thnt by 
such change of system the city would 
be greatly benefited. 

. It Is not asserted thnt mere change 
of governmental system will do every- 
thing fon Chicago, Able administra- 
tion, the election hy the people ot hon- 
est ofnclols, nre Indispensable, hut un- 
der , such a cumbersome nnd in- 
adequate system bb Chicago una 'at 
present there must be a minimum of 
results for tbe revenues raised and ex- 
pended Irrespective of the quality of 
tbe administration. The evils which 
it is aimed to eradicate under the 
proposed amendment nnd the new 
Charter that will .follow nre of the 
kind that can not be wiped out In any 
other way. 

' The Amendment Itself changes no 
existing law. It does not empower 
the legislature to change any Inw for 
any part of tbe state outside of the 
city limits of Chicago. It can not 
change any law applying to that city 
to the detriment of the rest of the 
state. Under the. provisions' of the 
amendment the legislature can change 
the revenue system In Chicago as It 
applies to raising funds for corporate 
purposes, but It can not affect the state 
taxcB. Chicago enn not evade paj'lng

AN ADinBABLE* CONSTITUTION 

Some or the PniTljlotil, ami Their Spon* 

»or» — rbo Fendlof Am cud me lit 

Ail finable. 

The effort which Chicago Is mak- 
ing to secure an amendment to the 
constitution In order to get a new 
charter has created a little discussion 
as to the general adequacy of the pres- 
ent constitution. It has been In force 
thirty-four years, and Ave amend- 
ments to it have been adopted. Tbe 
Instrument has in fact been regarded 
by constitutional authorities as one of 
the best of any state in the Union. 
Since its adoption It has been copied 
very largely In the constitutions ot the 
newer states. Colorado took it as a 
model. Some of its provisions have 
been complained of, notably, those for 
minority representation and tbe re- 
striction on special legislative acts. 
Tbe chief advocate of the former was 
Joseph Medill, and of the latter W. 
P. C'ooibnucb, both of Chicago. They 
are well remembered as two of the 
most able and fearless men In tbe con- 
vention. Mr. Medllt's fame as an edi- 
tor was world-wide, and, for forty 
years he was a power In the state. 
Mr. Coolban?b In his day was a great 
financier, who began his career In 
Iowa, subsequently engaging in bank- 
ing In Chicago. Having observed the 
evils of special legislation In two 
states, he was very positive in bis op- 
position to It and carried bis point in 
the convention. Be was a man of 
strong convictions and great ability, 
bnt met with financial reverses In the 
panic of '73, and died by his own hand 
at the foot of the monument, to 
Stephen A, Douglas In Chicago. 
, There were many other strong men 
In the convention, and their work 
stands the test today. It Is not at ail 
likely that another convention would 
Improve upon it It !s a much safer 
and saner plan to amend a single ar- 
ticle of the constitution occasionally 
where it Is absolutely needed. No 
doubt the special charterVfor Chica- 
go is a necessity to tlmf .city. The 
amendment now pending will enable 
the legislature to grant^lt It will be 
good policy for the voters all over 
the state to mark their ballots for it 

PECULIAE KINDS OP JUSTICE 

Some Wlilob the ConitHotloR&l Amend- 
ment "Will Car*. 

Trade unionists all over the state* are 
taking an interest in the pending con- 
stitutional amendment, which will en- 
able the legislature to grant Chicago a 
new charter. Their Interest lies main- 
ly in the fact that working people in 
that city are the worst sufferers from 
the persecution that is practiced under 
the justice of the. peace and constable 
eystcni. The evils ot that system; 
wlilcb are notorious, do not result en- 
tirely from the iniquity ot the justices 
and police magistrates in tbe city. 
Jurisdiction is uniform throughout 
Cook county, nnd thousands of enses 
are brought against poor people of tbe 
city and taken before justices ka re- 
mote parts of the county where they 
are set at unreasonable hours. Most 
of such cases are on clalmB that ore 
extortionate, or entirely unfounded. 
The object of course, Is to worry tbe 
defendant and get judgment by dc- 
fnult. Hundreds of such cases are 
brought every month, Poor people 
practically have no redress as they are 
unable to tight the cases In tbe higher 
courts, and many of them nre thus 
driven to mortgage their earnings with 
the loan sharks. 

It Is inteuded to chnnge the system 
of minor courts under tbe pending 
amendment by creating district courts 
of somewhnt larger jurisdiction in tbo 
city,' and limiting .the jurisdiction of 
justices of the county outside to their 
own territory. It Is a plan that all. la- 
bor organizations may well regard 
with favo r. 

1 VOTE P0E THE AMENDMENT 

Proit'iitCdiiitltntloiinl 3I«Mnrea Interpret- 
ed by Attorney Oenertil Hamlin— A 
Sate L'ropotUlan. 

All the county clerks In .Illinois 
have received from Secretary of State 
James A. Ttose the official statement 
of the constitutional amendment which 
will he on the special ballot of the 
November election. This Btatement 
includes a copy of the amendment and 
the interpretntlon of It by Attorney 
jSencral Hamlin. Both' the amendment 
and Interpretation have been' widely 
published throughout the state, and 
the construction placed on the amend- 
ment by the attorney general leaves no 
room for any suspicious voter to fear 
that there is something dangerous in 
it It Is In reality a simple proposi- 
tion. If adopted it will enable the 
legislature to grant Chicago broader 
charter powers In managing, her local 
affairs. It does not and can not re- 
lieve Chicago from any obligatlona to 
the state, ond is not so Intended. Be- 
fore being adopted by-the leglBlnture 
tbe amendment was long and carefully 
considered by tho Judiciary committee 
of both house and senate, nnd it would 
be Idle to suppose tbat-if there hud 
been anything, lurking in it to the dis- 
advantage of tho state at largo it 
would not have been detected. 

A proposition thnt Is endorsed in 
tbe plntformB of the Ilepubllcnn, Dem- 
ocratic end Prohibition parties and 
strongly advocated by their campaign 
speakers can safely be voted for.

At Pendleton, Orer; nnd on eevernl 
farms In the eastern part of the state 
of Washington, dynamite is used to 
breafc up the "bard pan" stratum Just 
underneath the surface. Good soil 
and moisture are under the "hard 
pan." 

In the sagebrush and alkali regions 
this stratum of "hardpan" will not 
let tbe moisture come to tho surface, 
nor can tree roots and alfalfa roots 
reach the moisture. 80 the surface Is 
dry alkali, the mother of sagebrush 
and nothing else. 

The dynamiters believe that by 
smashing this barren and rebellious 
stratum tbey can make the' moisture 
come up and the roots go down. 
Crops have been planted over a con- 
siderable tract of dynamited ground. 
In tbe fall we shall know bow good a 
farmer dynamite is; — Everybody's.

Brother Declare* Minnie Hnrmeiilns 

'Committed Suicide by llntiiciuic> 
. From the confession of Joint Ilnriueii- 
ing,- brother of Minnie llnrmeulng, a 
17-year-old girl, who was believed to 
have been murdered in the barn at her 
father's fnrm near Palatine,- HI., It 
would seem that the girl hnd ended her 
own life by hanging from n boaut In the 
barn. 

The hoy. who Is 20 yonrV old, told his 
father that when he and the two younger 
children returned to the barn from tho 
field they found the girl hanging from » 
beam by n rope, dead. Fearing the 
father would "feel bad" if he knew his 
daughter had committed suicide, they 
took tlie body down, lie said, bid the' ropo 
and told the story which led to tho the- 
ory that she hnd been ' murdered. To 
substantiate the story the boy went to 
the loft of the burn and produced the 
rope with which be assorted his r, later 
killed herself, 

The story of the boy surprised the 
villagers and neighlxirlng farmers. The 
fntlier would not believe thnt tho girl 
bad linn feed .herself. ' Several did not 
hesitate to any they believed the girl was 
murdered nnd then hmigcd to the rafter 
In the position in' which her brother said 
he found her. 

On Thursday the coroner's Jury ren- 
dered n verdict to the effect that tho 
girl had committed suicide. The rnther, 
however, pcr-siaLs In his belief that aho 
was murdered,

llori't Need IlauKli Lniitl. - 

Bough land In not ucceBsnry for 
bheep. Nor nre sheep unprod table on 
other than rough land. Many seem 
to think that only the waste places enn 
be profitably -devoted to niutlon grow- 
ing. This doubtless has come about 
from the fact that sheep can mnko 
bottermse of rough, stoni* anil other- 
wise ehcnp Innd than any other kind 
ot stock. But till* Is no reaBon why 
tbey should be confined to this class 
of lnnd or Unit they cannot be mndo 
profitable on rich, high-priced - bind. 
Much of tlie rougher lands of Unglnnil 
have been 'devoted -to sheep, but Eng- 
land's best records with Bbecp ■ bnvo 
been made on hind much more" vnlu- 
nliic than most of our highest-priced 
farming land. 

HcltliiK Tree* Too Clone, 
B. _W. Jones, of Kentucky, writes: 
Don't crowd your trees on too stinill 
n space, It It Is a good yield of nlco 
fruit you 'nro after, for tlie chunces, nro 
ten to one that you will got left. The 
argument thnt the- more trees on a 
nere the more fruit, don't work If 
carried to excess. It Is worse than 
too few. I have recently found nev- 
onil large orchards ruined by plant- 
ing entirely too close! some peach 
trees' In n largo orchnrd, It seemed, 
hud acquired the Lomunnly popular 
habit, uiid were sickly looking. From 
the condition or f tho orchard; It ap- 
peared to have been abnudoned hy tha 
owner, presumably because It .did not 
yield. Any wonder It did not beitr? 
Overcrowded; no sunlight for the 
ground and lower branches; tall; only 
u few ienvcsj except at the top; n<> 
room for friilt buds; all the avmlnblo 
food exhausted. Why waste money 
nnd time bo foolishly? In each ease 
there wns plenty of the some kind 
of land adjoining, but if there hnd . 
not been, fewer trees Bhoulil . have 
been set properly. Kaeb tree should 
have room to spread In the until rat 
way — not crowded till It assumes a. 
lofty habit. Of course the latter can 
be remedied to some extent by proper 
pruning, but still tlie result will not 
bo satisfactory. Some denlers recom- 
mend planting pencil ' trees between 
apple trees, but this Is done nt the 
expense of the apple trees; better set 
aside n little more Innd for the or- 
chard and hnve It, good. Peach trees 
are ns a rule tlm most crowded, and 
nre prohuhly worse Injured by over- 
crowding tlinn any' other.' Quince, 
dwnrf pears and plumB are enpabbt 
of being planted close with the least 
Injury, hut they, too. must -hnve stif- 
f limit sunlight and plant food. 

ri«* Atwayn Profitable 

The hog Is prolHrtbje.in every, locali- 
ty. It Is a mistake ^to, -suppose tLfrt(_ 
money can bo 'made on hogs only la'.*" 
the corn belt. Conditions vary, and so 
do the results of f eed lag. . 

There Is a great den I of money la tha 
raising of hogs In the corn belt, be- 
cause Uiere Is a clicnp* feed close nt 
bund. But la the localities where corn 
Is not so .generally grown the hog la 
profitable, for he Is mora : fecund .'on 
highly nitrogenous. feeds. 

Even In the locnlltffes where onlj 
two or three hogs nro fattened per 
year per farm, tbey yield a good profit, - 
as Uie ment supplied has not pnld th* . 
toll of railroad fares and wholesale 
nnd 'retail profits. 'Corn Is a great 
advantage la furnishing cheap pork) 
It Is n disadvantage In reducing the 
fecundity of the herd. 

These are two factors on opposite 
sidcB of the problem, and the balnnco 
in favor, or against has never been 
figured out Tho farmers living: in 
the corn belt declare that the- balance ■< 
Is In favor of tho largo corn ration. 

Canadian growers declare tbat what 
wo have' gained on the one score has 
been, lost on the other, nnd that- hogs 
raised iu Canada reproduce -themselves 
in such, greater numbers that Uic coat 
of a pound of pork there Is no greater 
tbp.n in Uie United States, when tho 
cost of: reproduction Is taken Into con- 
sideration. 

' There Jb nnothor factor In favor ot 
the localities outside of tho corn belt 
whore pigs are rnlsed, a few only-on 
each farm, and- that Is the lessened 
losses from dlscnso. There are .great 
areas of ' territory where hog cholera 
hnB nover' "been, known, but wbero - 
hogs are raised only.ln small numbers, 
as In. New England. Bb, for one roa» 
son , or another, .tlie hog Is profitable 
everywhere,— Exchange.'

.The results of the threshing In West* 
cm Canada are uot yet completed, but 
from information at hand, It Is safe to 
Bay that tho average per- aero will be 
reasonably high,' and a fair esttmuts 
will place Hie lotul yield .of wheat at 
C0.000.000 bushels. At present prices 
this will add to tbo wealth of tho runn- 
ers nearly $(10,000,000. Then think. of 
the Immense yield of onts and hurley 
and the large herds of 'cattle, for all of 
which good prices will he paid. 

The following oillcltil telegram was 
sent by Honorable Clifford SIftoi), 
Minister of tbo -Interior, to Lord 
Strathcomt, Illgh Commissioner for 
Canada: 

"Am now able to stnte definitely that 
under conditions of unusual difficulty 
In Northwest a fair average crop of 
wheat of good quality has been reaped 
and is now secure from substantial, 
damage. The reports of Injury by frost 
and runt wero grossly exaggerated, Tho 
wheat of Manitoba and Northwest Ter^, 
ri to r lea will aggregate from fifty-Ilvo 
to sixty million bushels. The quality Is 
good nud the price Is ranging around 
one dollar per bushel," 

Frank II. Spearman, In the Saturday 
Evening Tost, sayfl: 

"When ' our first transcontinental 
railroad was built, learned men at- 
tempted by Isotliermau demonstration 
to prove that wheat could riot profit- 
ably be grown north. of whero the Una 
was projected; but the real granary of 
tho world lies up to 300 miles north of 
the .Canadian Tactile Itnllroad, and tho 
day 'Is hot definitely distant when: tbo 
United States will knock at tho doors 
of. Canada for its bread. Hull rood men'; 
see Buch a day; It may b% hoped that 
statesmen also will scq It, and nrrango 
their reciprocities whllo they "may do - 
so gracefully. Americans already have 
swm-tued Into Unit fur country, > and to 
a degree have taken tho American 
wheat Held with .them. Despite tho 
fact that for years n little Dakota sta- 
tion on the St /Paul Iload— Eureka — 
hold the distinction ot being the larg- 
est primary grain market In the world, 
the Dukotas and Minnesota will ono 
day yield their palm to Saskatche- 
wan."

'. .The second section of Missouri pas- 
son gor train No., 80 :from, Wichita, 
Kan., to Bt, Louis, carrying World's 
Fair excursionists, was wrecked iu a 
bead-on -collision with a : west-bound 
freight train cast of ■ Wanebsbnrg, 
Mo., olgbty miles southwest of Kan- 
sas City, early Monday. Tho forward 
coach of the passenger train was tele- 
scoped aud both trains were badly 
damaged. Twenty-seven persons were 
killed outright and thirty wero In- 
jured, some of them, It is believed, fa- 
tally. 

Travel to the World's fair has" been 
so heavy that all roads recently have 
becm Bonding out many of their trains 
in two ot moro sections. ■ Tho wrecked 
train, which was tho second section of 
No. 30, was made upat Wichita Sun- 
day night and, a<s is tho custom, ' 11 
picked up uinuy additional coaches 
along the line In Kansas. : The last 
coach taken up was at Pleasant Hill, 
Mo.j at about 4 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing. All of the coaches were crowded, 

Both trnlhs were runulng-at ! a.good 
rdto of speed when' the wreck occur- 
red. Dawn had hardly begun to break 
and neither crow' was awaro of tb< 
approach of tho other train until they 
Wero almost upon each other. Tke.lnV.' 
pact of tho collision was lorrlflc. Thi' 
sleeping, passengers were hurled , H 
every ^direction. • Most of tlto killed 
were. id the forward conch, which wdi 
.well crowded. with passengers. 

The spot where tho wreck occurred 
was In a narrow cut aud this fnct 
with tho darkness, added' to the dlffl* 
culty 'btv.tlie situation, ffbo greatest 
confusion Returned after the first lull 
'following tho crash rind the groans of 
the Injured wore added to the escap- 
ing steam, of the wrecked locomotives. 

Ucllcf Hurried to Hcenc. 

It was some tlmo before word was- 
sent hack to Warrenshurg and news of 
the wreck was spread, Uellcf trains 
carrying physicians were sent out as 
quickly as possible from surrounding 
towns and everything' posslblo" wos 
done to aid the injured. 

It was some time before the dead 
and Injured could ho extricated from 
the debris, -Tho dead were carried up 
the track and laid. In rows In an open 
space until tho relief train arrived, 
while tho Injured - wero oared for as 
well as could tic. 

Tho freight train was an. extra. Its 
crow hnd, according to the story of the 
conductor ot this train, been Instructed 
to take, a siding and .lot tho passenger 
train ,'pasa, Tho first "section of tho 
passenger train had gone by when tho 
freight 'pulled out Tho passenger 
train boro uo signal of second section 
to come, he asserts, and he hnd no rca- 
Ron to believe that another train was 
due,

there was ri steep rise. Both trains 
had put on extra «team to curry them 
up the opposite hill, and when they 
met at tho curve at the lowest point 
they were. running at a terrific rate. 
•: The passenger, train was made up 
of three coaches and a Pullman, with 
no baggage car, tho front coach being 
next to "tho tonder: The freight trabi 
was a heavy one. When tbo trains 
met the heavy freight train pushed 
the passenger engine back Into the 
first coach. The tender of tho passen- 
ger -cnglno literally, cut tbo coach hi 
two- In 'tho\ center and.neyer stopped 
until it hnd ploughed Itself half-way 
through, the car and its 'passengers, 
killing those. In tho forward end in- 
stantly and mangling all within reach 
In a most horrible maimer. ' Half a 
dozen who wore not killed outright 
wero so terribly Injured that they died 
before they could bo removed from tho 
dobrla. Many of the dead wero almost 
unrecognizable. ■

ments In the Wabash passenger service. 
The "Donner Illuo Limited," officials say, 
represents it new policy Iu raUroau' traQlc, 
which la to nllord the person wbo travels 
by day the same convenience m the man 
who goes at night by alcopcr. 

Each train will consist of four cars, a 
combination baggage cur aud. smoker,, a 
combination* coach and chair car, a combi- 
nation diner and buffet, aud a combination 
parlor and observation car. 

They are pointed In royal blae and gold. 
The ' Interior finish Is African mahogany 
throughout, and the decoration la holly In- 
laid. The entire train will be lighted by 
electricity from a consolidated generator of 
the Oould patent, deriving Its energy from* 
axle motion. Tho plan of lighting Is new. 
There aro two rows of lucnnaescenta along 
the side of the car, one Jimt above the puo- 
scngcr'a scBt, and the other at the lower 
line of the roof arch.

,1'he windows aro of the observation pat- 
tern ot bevel plate,, and double. They are 
built with tjiiedul reference to the conven- 
ience of each pnr a enger. The old plan of 
giving one ecat all window, and the next all 
woedvu wall, Is eliminated. Each paaseuger 
has tin equal apace for observation. Above 
each window Is an arch of cathedral Jewel 
glass, and frqm the base of these are hung 
curtnliiH of tapestry In green. 

The door of all the cars, except the 
smoter, aro laid with Wilton velvet ear- 
.pets In green, with an extra' width In 'the 
aisles. ; 

r Tho color scheme throughout Is the green 
of the curtains, carpets nud ceilings, In con- 
trast with tba red of the lunhognny finish. 

There are two electric lans In each car, 
supplied from the storage battcrlea. The 
scats la the smoker are cushioned lu leather, 
high back aud reversible. Tlie double seats 
of the combination coach aud chair car are 
upholstered lu green plush, and the com- 
partMienU nto separated by au ornamental 
arch supported by two columns of uiahog- 
v any, Instead of the closed partition. 

The diner and cafe' car Is said to bo the 
most expensive car of Its kind ever con- 
structed. It has a private dining room, ac- 
commodating six persons, tseparated from 
the main room by ornamental orchca. Tho 
chairs are high hack with rush bottoms,- 
and tho tables are of solid mahogany. At 
ono end Is a cafe and smoking room for 
gcntlemcu, - where four can dine, end na 
many as six sit and smoke. The dlulug 
cars will be a permanent feature of the 
"Uoiiner Blue Limited," and will make the 
entire run every day In both directions be- 
tween tit. Louis and Chicago, 

The observation nnd parlor cars are fur- 
iilfiUod -vltti revolving chairs In green pluih 
for the "pnrior section, nnd wicker portable 
chairs for the observation end. They have 
a private section seating eight persons, sep- 
arated by ornamental arches. There la a 
table end shelves for periodicals, a writing 
desk ,wlth stationery, and at one end a so (a 
In green plush, corresponding to the chnlra 
tn the parlor section.
